\Viet Rangers Score Big Victory As 215 Reds Killed 


' Viet Cong 


Is Caught 


By Surprise 


SAIGON (UPI) — South 
Vietnamese rangers scor­ 
ed one of their most im­ 
pressive victories of the 
war yesterday over a Viet 
G o n g battalion w h i c h 
broke and ran under re­ 
peated attacks of flaming 
naplam, a military spokes­ 
man reported today. He 
said the Reds lost 215 kill­ 
ed and 53 captured. 
The assault against the 
enemy units on the Me­ 
kong River delta 107 miles south 
of Saigon caught the Viet Cong 
by surprise. 


MARINE KILLED 
A U.S. Marine was killed and 
12 others wounded in twin am­ 
bushes today near Da Nang, 
270 miles northwest of Saigon. 
The Viet Cong ambushed one 
10-man patrol, killing one man 
and wounding two. A rescue 
patrol ran into an ambush and 
four Marines were wounded. 
Marine helicopters attempted 
to remove the wounded men 
and ran into heavy fire which 
wounded one pilot. Marine F4 
Phantom jets then roared to 
the assistance of the patrols 
and Army helicopters laced in 
to the Reds with rockets and 
machineguns. The Marines re­ 
ported the patrols killed five 
guerrillas and the aircraft 11. 
Details of the Mekong vie 
tory were reported here by four 
American 
officers 
who 
took 
part in the battle. They called 
it one of the biggest victories 
scored by government forces 
this year and said the rangers 
captured important quantities of 
Soviet and Chinese Communist 
made weapons. 


YANKS WOUNDED 
Four 
Americans 
were 
wounded in the battle. Two Ar­ 
my ground advisers were hit 
by Communist fire and the pi­ 
lot and co-pilot of two separate 
helicopters were lightly injured 
by flying plexiglass when Viet

their windshields. 
Capt. Joseph W. House, 30, of 

Alar, smd units of 
the government’s 21st Infantry 
Division killed 215 Viet Cong 
troops in one day. There have 
been other big kills but rarely 
has a well-trained Viet Cong 
unit broke and run, he said.

WASHINGTON (#)— The U.S. government con­ 
firmed today that Red China has set off a second 
Hiroshima-size atomic explosion. The Chinese renewed 
a promise to support 
non-nuclear nations against 
“ threat of nuclear blackmail." 
State Department press offi­ 
cer Robert J. McCloskey said 
the Communist Chinese explod 
ed their second nuclear device 
at about 9 p.m. EST last night 
at their test site at Lop Noi in 
western China. 
The U.S. announcement fol­ 
lowed a Peking radio broadcast 
which reported the second nu­ 
clear test and described it as a 
success.

(AP)—The U.N. Security Coun­ 
cil called unanimously today for 
a cease-fire in the Dominican 
Republic and asked Secretary- 
General U Thant to send a per­

The vote came immediately 
after Jordan, Ivory Coast and 
Malaysia laid the proposal be­ 
fore the 11-nation council, which 
had been called into urgent ses­ 
sion to deal with the latest vio­ 
lence in the Dominican Repub­ 
lic. 
The secretary-general said he 
intended to move quickly to car­ 
ry out the mandate.

SALINAS (AP)—While straw­ 
berry growers raise a furor over 
the absence this year of Mexi­ 
can farm laborers, lettuce grow­ 
ers in the Salinas Valley are 
producing a banner crop. 
Lettuce shipments so far this 
season have more than doubled 
over last year. This has been 
accomplished with a smaller 
work force. 
Strawberry shipments, howev­ 
er, have dropped to 190.4 carlot 
equivalents compared with 229.1 
at this time a year ago. 
Four times as many domestic 
workers have flocked to the let­ 
tuce fields as in 1964. 
Although there are 1,900 more 
domestic workers in the valley 
this year, the total labor force 
is down from last year. Only a 
few foreign laborers are work­ 
ing the crops instead of the 4,700 
a year ago. 
New jobs for domestic labor 
were created when an almost 
unlimited supply of foreign la­ 
bor, mainly Mexican, was cut 
off by the expiration of Public 
Law 78 on Dec. 31.

Now, Partisan Politics Get 
Into Civic Center Balloting 


Good intentions cannot justify the 
indiscriminate mixing of partisan poli­ 
tics with local, non-partisan issues. 
Last month, a Republican group 
brought its partisan weight to bear on 
the Tamalpais unification issue. Now, 
a Democratic organization has taken 
a stand on the coming Civic Center 
bond issue. 
The Marin Council of Democratic 
Clubs last week listened to a plea from 
a representative of the Civic Center 
bond committee and went on record in 
favor of the $7,750,000 bond issue. 
The backers of the bond issue, we 
believe, erred in sending a representa­ 
tive to the political meeting to look for 
partisan support. 
At the same time, the Council of 
Democratic Clubs was also indiscreet 
in rising to the bait and going on rec­ 
ord in favor of the bond issue. The 
Council would have been wiser to steer 
clear of the bond issue as a political or­ 
ganization, leaving members of the 
Council to act as individuals. 
When a Republican group meddled 
in the Tam unification issue last 
month, 
it defended 
its 
action 
on 
grounds that it was concerned, not 
with the educational merits of unifica­ 
tion but with what it considers the 


“abridgement” of a person’s voting 
rights. 
At that time, the Democrats deplor­ 
ed the injection of partisanship into 
the Tam unification issue. 
Now the Council of Democratic 
Clubs finds nothing wrong in lending 
its name to the drive for Civic Center 
bonds. The Democrats will undoubt­ 
edly come up with an explanation of 
just why the Civic Center bond issue 
merits 
partisan 
political 
attention 
whereas the Tam unification question 
did not. 
If each political party is to inject it­ 
self into non-partisan local issues each 
time it feels so inclined, then we might 
as well declare open season on all local 
issues and invite all political parties to 
fire away on any topic. 
Then you would find partisan politi­ 
cal pressures brought to bear on elec­ 
tions for the local water district or 
school board, or for local bond issues. 
A clear cut line must be drawn be­ 
tween partisan and non-partisan issues, 
and that line respected as inviolate. 
Any party or group that uses lame 
excuses to bend and muddy up that 
line of demarcation will only serve to 
add confusion and chaos to non-parti­ 
san elections. 


Those Dangerous Aerosol Cans 


More than a billion aerosol cans will 
be produced this year in the United 
States, containing everything f r o m 
whipped cream and insecticides to 
paint and hair spray. By 1970 the 
number of cans produced is expected 
to exceed two billion. 
We regard them as very handy gadg­ 
ets and a boon to mankind, but they 
can be quite dangerous. Care should 
be taken to keep them away from fire 
or heat. The great pressure inside the 
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cans makes them as potentially danger­ 
ous as a hand grenade. For example, 
a young housewife, mother of two chil­ 
dren, was killed when an aerosol can 
exploded recently. 
Before you throw an aerosol can of 
anything away, empty it completely 
and never put it in a fire or an inciner­ 
ator. And you ladies, don’t smoke 
while you spray your hair. Hair sprays 
are lacquer dissolved in alcohol and 
are highly flammable.

NAIROBI, Kenya—The cause 
of communism on this uncer­ 
tain and malleable continent is 
receiving a sharp setback. 
The best clues to what is 
happening are in the three 
East African states of Kenya, 
Uganda and Tanzania, which 
only a few months ago seemed 
to many to be getting ripe for 
Communist control. 


NOT SO TODAY. They are 
moving visibly out of the range 
of 
Communist 
domination, 
whether Soviet or Chinese. 
They are determined to stay 
non-aligned, and they are tak­ 
ing new steps to make sure 
that this includes being non- 
aligned with either Moscow or 
Peking. 
They are showing little in­ 
terest in Marxist theories. 
The focal point of this new 
trend is here in Nairobi where 
President Jomo Kenyatta, the 
most effective and influential 
political leader in East Africa, 
has just taken actions which 
show he does not want Kenya 
or its neighbors caught in the 
net of either Soviet or Chinese 
communism. 


OBVIOUSLY, one quick ges­ 
ture of Kenyan self-assertive­ 
ness would not in itself prove 
that 
President 
Kenyatta 
is 
countering all outside pres­ 
sures. But the sequence of re­ 
cent actions—all aimed to the 
same end—leaves little doubt 
where things are headed. Here 
is the evidence: 
1. The Kenyan Ministry of 
Defense rejected as patroniz­ 
ing and unwanted the Soviet 
gift of a shipload of outdated 
secondhand 
weapons 
with 
which 
to 
“ modernize” 
the 


Kenya 
armed 
forces. 
The 
weapons were docked, inspect­ 
ed and reloaded on the Soviet 
freighter Fizik I,ebedev and 
sent home with a polite but 
firm “no, thank you.” 
2. And so, very quickly, 
were the 17 Russian techni­ 
cians who accompanied the ob­ 
solete Soviet weapons to dem­ 
onstrate their use. 
3. President Kenyatta, with 
the nearly unanimous vote of 
the House of Representatives, 
took over in behalf of the gov­ 
ernment the Lumumba Insti­ 
tute, named after the late pro- 
Communist Congolese leader, 
because the institute, which 
had come under the influence 
of two Soviet professors and a 
large number of African teach­ 
ers trained in Moscow, was 
steadily turning itself into a 
pro - Communist propaganda 
and indoctrination center. 


4. Finally, at the initiative 
of Kenyatta and his able lieu­ 
tenant, Tom Mboya, minister 
of planning and economic de­ 
velopment, 
Kenya has 
just 
published an economic mani­ 
festo outlining a concept of 
“ African socialism.” It shows 
no taint of communism. 


IT ACCEPTS wide areas of 
private enterprise. 
It shuns 
nationalization of industry as 
a panacea for economic ills. 
I would say that it stands 
about midway between Lyndon 
Johnson’s Great Society and 
the conservative wing of Brit­ 
ish socialism. 
Tanzania, Uganda and Ken­ 
ya don’t intend to be any­ 
body’s satellite and that will 
be good for Africa. 


INSIDE WASHINGTON 
Foreign Claims Law 
Might Cost $1 Million 


By ROBERT S. ALLEN 
and PAUL SCOTT 


WASHINGTON - It looks as 
if it’s going to cost U.S. tax­ 
payers $1 million because the 
State Department is deliberate­ 
ly thwarting a congressional 
order it doesn’t like. 
This obstructionism is evok­ 
ing no complaints from bom­ 
bastic Fidel Castro. Following 
are the details: 


LAST YEAR Congress over­ 
whelmingly approved a bill, 
sponsored by Rep. Dante Fas- 
cell, D-Fla., directing the For­ 
eign Claims Settlement Com­ 
mission to process the claims 
of all U. S. nationals and com­ 
panies 
against 
Communist- 
ruled Cuba. 
More than $1 billion in U.S. 
property and assets has been 
seized by that Red regime. 
Estimated cost of the claims 
processing is $1 million. 
To pay for this. Congress 
stipulated in the Fascell meas­ 
ure that funds from frozen 
Cuban assets be used. These 
blocked Cuban 
assets 
total 
$148 8 million. 


BUT STATE Department bu­ 
reaucrats, who s t r enuousl y 
opposed 
enactment 
of 
the 
Fascell bill, have completely 
obstructed its enforcement — 
with the help of President 
Lyndon B. Johnson. This law 
scuttling has been pulled off 
simply by sitting tight and do­ 
ing nothing. 
At the instigation of the 
State Department, the presi­ 
dent has taken no action to 
convert enough of the frozen 
assets to provide the neces­ 
sary money for processing the 
thousands of claims. No move 
has been made to designate 
either an official or an agency 
to do this job. 
As a consequence, the three- 
member claims commission, 
headed by Edward Re, one­ 
time New York law professor, 
has been unable to do any*

thing. Its hands are tied. 


WITH NOTHING being done, 
the 
worried 
claimants 
are 
again putting heat on Con­ 
gress—which suits the bureau 
crats just fine, as there is 
only one other alternative, the 
one they have favored from 
the start. 
This is tapping the U. S. 
Treasury for the $1 million — 
that is, the taxpayers. The 
$148.8 million in frozen Cuban 
assets 
would 
remain 
un­ 
touched. 
Last week Fascell and Sen. 
George Smathers, D-Fla., qui­ 
etly introduced a new bill for 
the processing of U. S. claims 
against Cuba — but with one 
significant 
difference. 
This 
time the legislation provides 
that the funds come from the 
Treasury. 


FATE OF THIS measure is 
conjectural. But it’s a pretty 
good bet that in the usual clos­ 
ing rush of Congress, the bill 
w ill he shifted through. The 
administration can be expect­ 
ed to do its utmost to pull that 
off. 
Among the hundreds of U. S. 
firms with heavy stakes In the 
Castro expropriations are some 
of the biggest names—Standard 
Oil, International Business Ma­ 
chines. International Telephone 
and Telegraph, Chase Manhat­ 
tan 
Bank, Sears and Roe­ 
buck. Reynolds Aluminum, and 
scores of textile, sugar, to­ 
bacco 
and 
insurance 
com­ 
panies. 
Of 
the 
$148 8 
million 
in 
frozen Cuban assets, Treasury 
authorities claim only about 
half can be liquidated, and of 
that some $60 million converted 
to cash. 
Approximately $20 million of 
the $60 million is owned by the 
Cuban government. Of that, the 
Treasury estimates $15 million 
is convertible. The other $40 
million consists of private Cu­ 
ban assets and deposits in U.S. 
banks. 


DEPUTY BUDGET Director 
Elmer Staats has been offered 
the job of head of the General 
Services Administration (prin­ 
cipal purchasing agency of the 
government), but hasn’t de­ 
cided whether he wants it.

But Poet Makes You Wonder 


THK FOG'S IN. It’s really a 
security, you know. You look 
out the window in the morn­ 
ing and there it is slipping over 
Throckmorton Ridge down into 
the canyons. 
We called Ismaele (Smiley) 
Bianchini at Bolinas and asked 
how the weather was. “ Fog­ 
gy,” he said, “ but lifting.” 
Asked if he can fish in the 
fog, he said, “ Sure. Why not?

Another problem is the ques­ 
tion of ratings. 
The White 
House is aware that the net­ 
works will drop a show with­ 
out hesitation if the ratings are 
low. 
So they’re demanding 
some guarantee from the net- i 
works that they won’t cancel 
out after the first 13 weeks, 
particularly 
since 
President 
Johnson's term has three and 
a half years to go. 


FINALLY, there is the ques­ 
tion of the Early Bird satel­ 
lite. If the European networks 
clear time for President John­ 
son on their stations then the | 
American networks will have 
to clear time for the European 
leaders. 
Between Chancellor Erhard. 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
and General de Gaulle, the net­ 
works arc frightened that they 
may not have any audience 
left. 
The president has already 
told the network bosses: 
“ Ah didn’t put it up there 
just to look at it, and any 
time Ah want to Ah can have 
the Air Force shoot it down.”

Supervisor's Thinking Wrong 


Concerning Use Of ‘Our Money' 


THE SUPERVISOR, who is -con 
cerned about the proper ratio of con­ 
tribution between county and city 
governments to promotional fund ac­ 
tivities such as chambers of com­ 
merce, etc., has fallen into the same 
trap of thinking as some of the super­ 
visors who were on the board when I 
first became a member. They 
would discuss “ our money” 
and control of “ our money" 
when any help to a city or 
cities was under considera­ 
tion. Here is the fallacy of 
such a viewpoint: 
The taxpayers in the cities 
of the county pay 63 per cent 
of the taxes collected, which 
are under the control of the 
supervisors (the general fundi 
and the taxpayers in the un­ 
incorporated area pay 37 per 
cent. There is a provision in 
state 
law 
which 
authorizes 
boards of supervisors to put a 
specific percentage in the rate 
for publicity and exhibitions. 
So you see the city taxpayers 
pay the major part of any tax 
for such purposes as it is. 


FUSSELMAN 


approved applications for tax 
deferral, for reference by the 
title insurers and lenders in 
the event title changes or re­ 
financing takes place.
